Madison this morning, of pneumonia. Mr. 
Atwood had been unwell for nearly two 
months, but his condition was not regard­ 
ed as critical until within the past few days. 
His death occurring in the full bloom of 
young manhood, will be deeply mourned 
by a wide circle of friends. He is well 
known throughout the State, having been 
for some time a reporter in the Legislature 
for the State Journal, and for several 
years has been editorially connected with 
his father’s paper. He was a young man 
of excellent education, naturally a ready 
writer, anil had a bright future before 
bien. The years 1874, ’To, acid a portion of 
’TG, he spent in England as Vice Consul at 
Liverpool, a position tendered him by ex- 
Oevernor Fairchild, who was appointed to 
the Liverpool consulate in 1373. In 1875 
Charley came home, and 
married the 
only daughter o f Dr. A. J. Ward, of Madi­ 
son, by whom he had one child. The 
heartbroken widow, the sorrowing father 
and mother, and the mourning relatives, of 
the deceased, have our deepest sympathy in 
the hour ot their supreme trial. 
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THE OOHING DOLLAR. 
On the evening of the first of February 
an immense mass meeting was held at 
Cooper Institute in New York City, for 
the purpose oi adopting resolutions favor­ 
ing the remonetixition of silver.

Many other 
bankers who took an active part in getting 
up the meeting, were present. This is an 
indication th a the sentiment in the East is

changing in favor of 
the 
restoration

the 
silver 
dollar 
as a legal tender. Among fthe leaden in 
this remarkable demonstration, there were 
pere ms uf financial reputation ; and one 
would naturally suppose that such men in 
writing resolutions to restore silver to its 
legitimate position, would have 
taken 
some definite action regarding the weight 
of the coming silver dollar. Not one word 
was said or written on that most important 
point, connected with the remonetization of 
silver. It is presumed from this silence, 
that the Cooper Institute gathering was in 
favor of the proposed 412^ grains dollar 
ol the Maud bi!!. To resolve that the re­ 
coinage of the silver dollar and its restor­ 
ation to its cue rank as money will approx­ 
imate its Value lo an equality with gold, lg 
not enough. 
It ihe silver dollar is to be 
born again, and we are to have a double 
gold aud silver standard, let us have a sil­ 
ver dollar good enough to run a race with 
the gold dollar—one that will not be shov. 
cd aside because of its inability to purchase 
as much as gold—one that has an honest 
face, and carries about it a value which in 
all respects is equal to the gold dollar. This 
is the dollar we need and should havet 
and any other is a dishonest one and [an 
imposter. 
~ 
• Dr. Lin German, director of the United 
States mint, who, until recently has not 
favored remonetization, has had his m ini 
changed on this subject bv an overwhelm- 
lag public sentiment. 
Ile now thinks the 
restoration of the silver dollar as a legal 
tender is a necessary thing to do, btl 
maintains that it should contain 425 grams, 
thus making it of equal value with the gold 
dollar. It this be done, he claims that the 
three 
kiuds 
ot 
mooey, 
gold, 
silver, [and 
paper, 
will march hand 
lo band, and at once go to a parity. Bat 
ha contends that if the standard of the sil­ 
ver dollar should be fixed atonly 4121^, 
the 200 millions of gold coin which is now 
in the country, will disappear. To thor­ 
oughly utilize the three kinds of money, to 
make them of equal value, so that one can 
not crowd the other off the course, it Is 
necessary to make the silver dollar heavy 
enough so that when it is turned out upon 
the world, it will be respected as much as 
that of gold. Give us this kind of ft 
dollar, 
and 
the 
Resumption 
Act 
can go into effect on the first day of Janu­ 
ary, 1879, under circumstances of the moat 
auspicious character. 
Dr. Linderman estimates that if silver be 
remonetized, the receipts of silver this year

This position is not well founded. 
Give a 
silver dollar a false taco, and people will 
shun it; stamp it with a lie and U will be 
disowned by the public. Give it an honest 
weight, and it will command the respect 
and the abiding confidence of the people. 


work from tea to twelve hours per day, 
Hie increase pay would be a matter of com* 
mon justice. Every member earns his 
money, giving his constituents value re­ 
ceived from every dollar he draws from 
tbs county treasury. In this case in which 
so much work Is done in so little time, |3.00 
per day is very moderate pay. But in 
some other counties, we have known 
Boards to continue their sessions through

During these lour 
weeks, the members would do no more 
work, than some other counties woald do 
in one-tenth of the time.

On tbe ridge land there ij 
plenty of maple, rock elm, yellow birch 
an J oak. Although tins part of the soil if 
a rich clay loam, covered for tbe most part 
with lour to eight inches of leaf mould. 
The country back of Dorchester to the 
west is mostly ac aleft by Americans, sol­ 
dier* in the late war, forming a very fine 
class ot citizens. 
Tbe railroad laods are selling at $5 per 
acre, aud some of these lands are very pro­ 
ductive. 
We saw potatoes aud cora equal 
to aoy we ever saw in Janesville, aod 
wheat, both winter and fpring, will excel 
what we over saw fn.old Rock. The great 
surprise to me is that all this land should 
be lell here tor so many years untouched 
by tbe hoe aud shovel of the granger. 
Of course there must be hard work for a 
few years in cleaning up, but a man will 
always have shelter from the sweeping 
winds of Minnesota. There is still Gov­ 
ernment land to be had in Taylor county. 
We were over in sec. 34, town 30, range I 
west, and took an eighty of goof) land. 
The people are full of work and enterprise. 
We visited ajog school house and found 
the teacher and thirteen scholars at work, 
six mites from the station. 
It is really wonderful the change which 
has taken place in three years along tbe 
line of this road. Young men who have 
eoterprire and a desire to work, with $50 
to $100 iu money, can make themselves a 
fine home in a few years, and that in a 
twelve hour’s ride from home.

the men who make it a regular business. 
They use the necille-gun with telescope, 
buy the powder by the keg, their lead rn 
bulk, and the shells, and make their own 
cartridges. The guns in a party of hunt­ 
ers are used by only one or two men, who 
say they usually kill a drove of thirty or 
forty buffalos on one or two acres of 
ground. 
As soon as one is killed, the 
whole herd smelling the blood, collect 
around the dead body, snufflugand pawing 
up the ground, and uttering a singular 
noise. 
The hunter continues to shoot 
them down as long as he can remain con­ 
cealed, or until the last animal “bites the 
dust.1' The buffalo pays no attention to 
the report of the gun, and flees only at 
bight or scent of his enemy. The others of 
the party then occupy themselves in “peel­ 
ing.” Some of these have become so skill- 
ml they offer to bet they can skin a five 
or six-year—old bull in five minutes. The 
meat is also saved and scut to market, and 
commands a good price.

C R IM E I \ ROCK COV ST Y . 
Sherif! Colley returned to-day from 
Waupun, whither Le has taken Sutton ani 
Sullivan, found guilty of stealing silver­ 
ware from A. R. Bennett's house, and each 
Sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. 
These two additional arrivals swell the 
cumber of inmates to 333, the larger por­ 
tion 
of which 
are 
badly 
engaged 
in manufacturing shoes. 
Sutton and Sul­ 
livan. after submitting to the usual tonsor­ 
ial aud cleansing operation, were assigned 
a place with the others, but went at their 
work with much sadness. During the past 
year Rock county has sent to Waupun 23, 
and the books at the prison show that this 
county is more largely represented at 
present than any other county in the State. 
At first thought this might seem to be 
rather of a reflection on the morality of 
Rock county, but the statistics show that 
of the number sent up trom here only about 
Six were residents oi the county, the bal­ 
ance being from elsewhere, showing that 
to other counties and not to Rock must be 
attributed their sinful propensities, arising 
doubtless from early associations, while to 
Rock comity belongs the credit of seeing 
that justice is thoroughly and impartially 
meted out. Very few rogues escape the 
officers of this county, and with the pres­ 
ent legal talent the conviction and sentence 
of guilty ones is certain. 
Again, it must 
be remembered that some counties have a 
workhouse, where incornglbles are placed 
and where they are kept in lieu of punish­ 
ment by sentence to the penitentiary. The 
couutv is comparatively free from heavy 
criminality, though here, as everywhere, 
there Is more deviltry than is desirable. 
The severe treatment of tramps and crimi­ 
nals, and the sureness with which their 
gins find them out in this county, is now 
having a very salutary effect on the com­ 
munity, an I rogues seem to prefer other 
counties, so that the criminal records are 
dilly growing less voluminous, and accor­ 
dingly furnish Uss m’erestiug reading.
